He would mention 
just one fact. Only a few years ago, when 
the duty on spirits was lls. a gallon, instead 
of 72s. bd. which it stood at now, there were 
twelve distilleries working in the twenty-six 
counties purchasing between them close upon 
one million barels of home-grown barley og 
vear. At the moment there were two dis- 
tilleries working, and the entire number of 
barrels purchased in the present year would 
be only slightly over forty thousand. Com- 
ment on such a condition of things would be 
superfluous. The future of those two great 
industries was hanging in the balance. It was 
really a question of giving them relief or 
letting them die. He had not the figures 
regarding the barley used in the brewing 
industry, but they naturally would be on a 
much larger scale than those of the distilling 
industry. 
BARLEY-GROWERS’ POSITION. 

The Counties of Louth, Wexford, Tipperary, 
Offaly, Leix, Kilkenny, Cork, Galway, Carlow, 
as well as, to a smaller extent, many other 
places, were vitally concerned in this industry, 
and he would ask the farmers who grow 
barley in those counties if it was ' nonsense ” 
to talk about their markets being gone, except 
at a pig-leeding price, their malting-houses 
dismantled, their breweries and distilleries 
closed down—in fact, their old-time mainstay 
destroyed’? Only twelve or fourteen years ago

the necessarily high price to the consumer.

QUESTION OF EXPERTS. 
- Sir Robert Anderson moved an amend- 
ment to the effect that, in organising a staff 
of police inspectors to supervise the motor 
vehicles, the totai number of the Royal Ulster 
Constabulary should not be increased. He 
said that the strength of the Constabulary ‘at 
present was quite sufficient to carry out che 
duties under the new b,ll. 

Mr. Patrick O’Ne‘'l (lationalist) said that 
he was in agreement wit! the last member. 
He thought that they had quite sufficient 
police in .Ulstet to do anything that was re- 

uired t> be done under the bill. Indeed, 
the contention was they had far too many 
police. 

Sir Dawson Bates said they had no desire 
to increase the numerical strength laid down 
in the Constabulary Act, and he accepted 
the amendment. 

Sir Dawson Bates then moved an aménd- 
merit making it clear that under no circum- 
stances was the numerical strength of the 
Royal Ulster Constabu.ary to be increased 
by this Act. It might be necessary, he said, 
to bring in two or three experts with a 
knowledge of motor machinery, but even if 
they were brought in the total number em- 
ployed: in the Royal Ulster Constabulary 
must not exceed the number laid down in 
the Police Act. 

Mr, Devlin (Nationalist) said that if they 
brought in men it would be adding to the 
force 

Sir Dawson Bafes said that the total police 
strength provided for was 3,000. They had 
not that nember at present.

Mr. J. F. Gordon, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Ministry of Labour, said that the Go- 
venment did not desire that any rson 
should be asked to work in Northern Ireland 
any unreasonable number of hours. The 
motor industry, howeveryg was in its infancy, 
and it was the intention’ of. the Government 
to. watch its development. It could be 
depended upon to take such action as the 
occasion arose to insure that justice was done 
to all the interests involved. The question 
of a forty-eight-hour week is at present 
engaging the attention of the Governments in 
all industrial countries in Europe, and no 
definite decision has yet been reached,

_ Lhe Times publishes a special article from 
Sis Arthur Salter, Director of the Economic 
and Finance Sections of the League .of 
Nations, dealing with the admirable work 
accomplished by the League jn the settlement 
of the Greek refugees from Turkey. Com. 
menting upon this editorially, Zhe -J'imes 
remarks :—The political and economic results 
of the settlement of the refugees in Southern 
or Greek Macedonia and Western Thrace are 
of: the highest -- importance. Until —they 
swarmed across the Aegean and the Maritza, 
these territories, if politically Greek; were 
from the ethnographic standpoint but doubt- 
ful strongholds of Hellenism. More thaw a 
third of their population were Turkish. Large 
areas in both regions were inhabited by Slavs, 
who usually claimed Bulgar origin, and cer- 
tainly professed Bulgarian sympathies. Many 
parts of the “new Greece’’ were, indeed, a 
source of anxiéty rather than of strength to 
successive Greek Governments. 

The ‘advent of the refugees has entirely 
changed the situation. The local Turks 
have departed to Asia; m&ny of the resident 
Turks have emigrated. or have been ex- 
changed for the Greeks of Eastern, Rumelia 
and the Black Sea coast. Though certain 
elements in Serbia. seem to hanker after more 
than an economic outlet on the Aigean, 
though Macedonian committees in Bulgaria 
still disseminate» propagandist maps, which 
claim not only Macedonia, but other terri- 
tories which have never been Slavonic, it ean 
no longer be contested that xe new Ureéce 
is Greek in speech, im culture, and in the 
opinion of the great majority of its in- 
habitants. : 

As Sir Arthur Salter points out, this is 
not the first occasion upon which, the utility 
of the League of Nations~in the field of 
economic reconstruction has been signally

BISHOP GIVES, STRIKING 
STATISTICS. 


QUESTION OF. DIVISION. 


Presiding yesterday at the annual meeting 
in Belfast of the Synod of the union Diocese 
of Down and Connor and Dromore the Bishop 
(the Right Rev. Dr. Grierson) gave some 
interest! statistics, based on the returns 
supplied by the rural deane.

estimate the total Church population, as jm 
due course they would have the results of she 
Government census. It had been announced, 
however, that since 1911 il ag see yyy of 
Belfast had increased by 26,000, and it was 


bad increased proportionately, Ii that were 
the case, then their Church members in 
Belfast had increased from 117,000 to 126,009. 
It could be assunted that there had been no 
great change in the country parishes. 

“ In Belfast the number of worshippers on 
Sunday mornings averaged 10,100, as against 
9.800 in 1923, and at evening Service tt 
avexaged 14,150,- as against 14,090. For 
parishes outside the city the figures were :— 
Morning, 15,200, as against 15,500 in 1920; 
evening, 13.700. as against 15,300. 

_ SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

There were 303 Sunday schools in the 
diocese, with a roll of 32, and an average 
attendance of 25,530. Their battalion of 
the Church Lads’ Brigade comprised 25 com- 
anies. The cadets and members of the 

raining Corps numbered 1,357 lads, over 
whom there were 126 officers. In their 
21 companies of the Boys’ Brigade there 
were .631 boys and 2035 reserves. Of the Bo 
Scouts they had 21 troops working in < 
arishes. There were 651 branches of the 
tiris’ Friendly Society, with 1,745 members, 
240 working associates, 102 honorary asso- 
cintes and 100 friendly workers, There were 
52 companies of the Girl Guides in connection

Another most valuable society was the 
Mothers’ Union, of which. there were in the 
diocese 48 branches, , with 1,834 .members. 
The importance of the society could not be 
vver-estimated, If the mothers could be won 
for God and His Church much would have 
been done towards winning the community.

The Women Workers’ Settlement, situated 
in the.

The men who had got on rafts gvere tossed 
about and turned over day and “Night until 
H.M:S. Capetown arrived at 10 a.m. on the 
following day, just when the exhausted sur- 
vivors were: beginning to lose their hold. On 
the Commander’s raft twelve were saved out 
of twenty-eight. : 

Survivors say that the Commander sank 
with the ship, clinging to the bridge, was 
washed off and hit his bead, but caught hold 
of a raft.—(Reuter.)

Lord Clonbrock was educated at Eton, and 
his mother was the eldest daughter of the 
second Baron Crofton. He was not promi- 
nently identified with any of the political 
movements im Ireland of his generation. He 
was a member of the Wellington M.C.C. 
Club, the Kildare street Club, Dublin, and 
the County Galway Club. Lord Clonbrock had 
an uncle, Robert Villiers, who was born in 
1838, and three sisters, one of whom was the 
wife of Sir William H, Mahon. Bart., D.5.0.. 
surviving in 1995. Sir W, H. Mahon, who 
married the Hon, Edith Augusta Dillon, 
second daughter of the fourth Baron Clon- 
brock, in 1905, had three sons and two 
daughters, four of whom survive. The house 
of Clonbrock is ‘allied to the Dillon Viscounty 
and the extinct Roscommon Earldom. The 
grandfather of the first Baron Clonbrock sat 
as member for Dungarvan. in the old Irish 
Parliament. 
The late Lord Clonbrock took a deep in; 
terest in antiquarian matters, and was the. 
first President of the Galway Archeological 
and Antiquarian Society, which was founded 
by the late Archbishop of Tuam, the late 
Colonel Nolan, and Mr, FH. J. Kelly, K.C. 
He was also a keen naturalist.
